GET TIMBER SHIPMENTS 


_ Two and one-half million feet of 
lumber will be shipped’ over the Hud- 
son Bay Railway through Churchill 
to Great Britain this summer by the 
Pas Lumber Company, of The Pas, 
Man., D:D, Rosenberry, secretary- 
manager of the company stated re- 
cently.: 

The present order is in the nature 
of an experiment but the, company 
is ‘hopeful of shipping an increasing 
volume from year to. year. “We are 
very much interested in the develop- 
ment of Churchill as an outlet for our 
product and if we can get a good vol- 
ume of lumber moving through that 
port each season it will go far toward 
making a success of the route as a 
whole,” Mr. Rosenberry believed. 


Highway To Irma 
To Receive Gravel 


GOVERNMENT CALLING FOR 
TENDERS FOR WORK ON 
OLD GRADE ONLY 


According to advice from Edmonton 
tenders are being called for the work 
of gravélling that stretch of highway 
which has been waiting for the past 
two. years, running between Holden 
and Irma, a distance of about forty- 
six miles. 

Some 44,613 cubic yards of gravel 
are estimated to be required for the 
job, with a yardage-miles haul of ap- 
proximately 275,563 cubic yards. 

The material for the work ‘is to be 
taken from the C.N.R. pits at Kin- 
sella (practically right on the job), 
and the whole project is planned to be 
completed this season. , ;

Prov. Crop Report 
Says Rains Helped 


Issued by Alberta Department of 


Agriculture 


The entire agricultural outlook in 
Alberta has undergone a rather strik- 
ing reversal since the last report of 
the department issued « fortnight a- 
go, as a result of the rains which have 
been general throughout most of the 
province since June Ist. The last re- 
port indicated a serious situation ex- 
isted in many of the southern districts 
as a result of the prolonged hot, dry 
weather, and that only immediate and 
substantial preciptation could save 
some of these districts from a dis- 
astrous crop failure. The precipita- 
tion came just in time to effect re- 
covery, and the rains have not only 
substantially restored grain crops in 
many districts, but have greatly im- 
proved the range and pastures, as well 
the possibilities for a 
satisfactory production of feed crops.

“The value of a community is de- 
termined by the amount of abstract, 
socially-necessary, useful human la- 
bor embodied in it.” 


The word value here means ex- 
change value on a free market; com- 
modity means anything so exchanged 
ang includes labor power which is 
bought and sold under the same rules 
as material things. By the term ab- 
stract, I understand labor in general 
not any particular unit of it; by so- 
cially-necessary is meant labor as 
conditioned by current knowledge and 
technique. 

The statement as it stands looks 
very complete, but let us examine it 
in relation to the actual facts of the 
system of industry Marx was con- 
cerned with. Marx is examining an 
actually existing condition; he is not

should be. He accepts the ordinary 
postulates of free competition on a 
free market; he assumes the perfect 
mobility of capital and labor. ' 

But there is something elge which 
he assumes in the above statement 
of his law of value. .He assumes the 
usefulness of the commodities ‘made 
and (or) offered for sale. Men will 
not produce useless articles, he says, 
and thus he begs a very important 
question. True, if I, as a farmer, 
fatten.a number of steers for the 
market, I do so assuming the useful- 
ness of the commodity of beef. But 
there is no sense in saying that beef 
is useful unless it can be consumed. 
My steers, then, do'nct realize value 
until they are cooked and eaten. If 
they cannot be so used they cannot 
be said to have any value at all— 
that is as beef. I might ‘maintain 
that they had value by the fact that 
so many hours of average labor time 
had been embodied in their produc- 
tion. My fellow farmers might ap- 
plaud sympathetically, but on a little 
reflection they would to a man con- 
clude I had a bee in my bonnet. 

The labor-value theory simply will 
not relate itself to the “ucts. A state- 
ment that, will relate_itself to the 
facts of a free economic system— 
the system Marx assumed—is that 
the producer must wait for the word 
of the consumer before he can speak 
of value. Value, in short, is a social 
estimate and has no necessary rela- 
tion to the amount of labor expend- 
ed upon a commodity before it is 
placed on the market. To have this 
relation is highly desirable, but this 
| implies a planneq economy with de- 


;mand and supply consciously adjust- 
ed. 

The modern theory of utility—de- 

fined as marginal utilitv—does fit the 
facts, but unfortunately it does not 
fit in with Marx's purpose which was 
to make a “scientific” foundation for 
his further theory of surplus value in 
which the entire balance over net cost 
is shown to be at the expense of la- 
}bor. This was the foregone conclu- 
| sion to which the facts of value had 
\to be fitted. - 
But for a long time now many of 
| Marx's working-class readers have 
refused to have their credulity ex- 
ploited in this way. 

That labor has been exploited but 
few will deny; but we will only know 
the degree when we can assess the 
actual difference made by a socialist 
sysiem.

THE METHODS OF THE 


WHEAT STEM scene

The wheat stem sawfly which is 
now a pest of Western Canada was 
originally confined to those areas 
known as the “long grass prairie” aud 
was unable to exist in the short bunch 
grass of th® open -plgins. However, 
says Mr. H. L. Seamans, entomolo- 
gist in charge of the Dominioh Ja- 
boratory at Lethbridge, with| the 
bréaking up of this latter type of 
grass and replacing it‘with wheat, the 
sawfly was enabled to spread 
throughout the greater part of the 
prairie area. The widespread pro- 
duction of wheat has also aided in the 
increase in the numbers of the sawfly 
more rapidly than would have been 
possible under natural conditions, and 
has resulted in frequent outbreaks 
which have caused serious losses to 
wheat growérs. 

The adult sawflies lay their eggs 
in stems of grains or grasses during 
the last of June and early July. On- 


in lumps instead of being spread fine- 
ly. If cattle are well supplied with 
salt they will be less attracted by bait 
in which salt is present. There is al- 
so danger to the farmer himself of 
getting the poison dust in his mouth 
and nose when mixing the bait. This 
real danger can be obviated by tying 
a cloth over the nose and mouth, or 
by wearing a protective mask. 


THE 1934 FRUIT 
SEASON IS EARLY

the eggs are laid inside the hollow 
portion of the stem. The larvae, 
hatching from these eggs feed up and 
down the inside of the stem through- 
out the season. There is seldom any 
outward sign of infestation, but, 
if the stems are split open, the hol- 
low centre will be seen to be filled 
with fine dust, and the white maggot 
will be found somewhere in the stem. 
Several eggs may be deposited in one 
stem but only one larva’ survives 
therefrom to reach maturity. As the 
stem matures, the larva works its way 
to the base, tunnelling the stem to the 
very root of the plant. It then cuts 
the stem from the inside just above 
the level of the soil, retires below the 
cut, and plugs the stub with the dust 
made in feeding. The upper portion 
of the stem breaks off and falls to the 
ground. The larva spins a cocoon 
which lines the entire portion of the 
stub and spends the winter there. As 
the soil warms up in the spring, the 
larva changes to a pupa, from which 
the adulf emerges late in June. Both 
the larva and the pupa are fairly 
active and can up and 
inside the stub. This enables them to 
retire sufficiently below the soil sur- 
face to avoid unfavorable conditions 
of temperature or moisture.

DANGER IN POISON BAITS 

Timely warning has been given of 
dangers attendant on the use of pois- 
oned baits. It is dangerous to leave 
mixing utensils where live stock can 
reach them and ought to be carefully 
guarded against. This also applies 
to bags in which bait is transported. 
Poisoning of live stock is also pos- 
sible when poisoned bait is put out 


though the home canning of these, in 
most seasons, does not start till Ju- 
ly. The later fruits are likely to be 
proportionately early. 

Among the varieties, which may 
he considered as essential for preserv- 
ing, there is no single item Mbre im- 
portant than Black currants. 

Black currant jelly, when well 
made, is the outstanding jelly, and the 
jam when carefully prepared is delici- 
ous; but the value of the Black cur- 
rant is not confined to its utility as 
a sweetmeat. It is one of the oldest 
remedies known for throat troubles, 
and its use for this, which in the early 
ages, was the result of experiments, 
by country people, has been confirmed 
by medical authority. A drink which 
will relieve throat troubles, can be 
made instantly, at any time, from 
Black currant preserves, or the jelly 
can be used for this purpose.

Whooping cough is caused by a 
of the germ in the droplets of secre- 
tion thrown out by the patient when 
he coughs.

Every child who has’ whooping 
cough contracted it from some other 
child who had the disease. In order 
to protect young children from this 
disease which is so often fatal to 
them, it is necessary to keep them 
away from other children who have 
coughs or colds. 

The common cold is itself serious 
enough, but what appears to be an 
ordinary cold may be the onset of 
measles or whooping cough. Both 
too are most infectious during their 
onset, before the typical rash of the 
one and the “whoop” of the other ap- 
pear.

Some parents do not realize 
serious whooping cough is for 
child under three years of age, and, 
if an older child in the family con- 
tracts the disease, they make little or 
no effort to protect the younger one, 
with the erroneous idea of getting it 
over with for all the family at the 
same time. It is much better to go 
through two or three quarantine peri- 
ods than it is to take a chance on the 
baby’s coming safely through an at- 
tack of whooping cough. 

The whooping cough patient needs 
good care. Most of the deaths which 
occur are due to pneumonia which de- 
velops as a complication of whooping 
cough. The child needs to husband 
his strength with good food, plenty 
of fresh air, and rest in bed until the 
doctor says it is safe for him to get 
up. ; 

Whooping cough is one of the most 
serious and most frequent fatal con- 
ditions besetting the lives of young 
children.

Prepare dated coffee as usual; do 
not make extra strong; chill in re- 
frigerator. Before serving add to each 
quart. (4 cups) of coffee, 6 table- 
spoons fine or powdered sugar and 3 
teaspoons vanilla. Stir well to dis- 
solve sugar completely. Pour into 
glasses about one-quarter full of 
cracked ice. Serve. If mint flavor is 
preferred, do not use vanilla, but 
crush fresh mint leaves with the sug- 
ar, add to coffee and stir well. Serve 
with cracked ice and a sprig of mint. 


_ Chocolate Marble Cake 
(6 egg whites) 


3 cups sifted cake flour 
2 teaspoons combination baking 
powder 

% teaspoon salt 

% cup butter or other shortening 

2 cups sugar 

% cup milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

6 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

3 squares unsweetened chocolate, 

melted 

4 tablespoons sugar 

%4 cup boiling water 

% teaspoon soda 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift togeth- 
er three times. Cream butter thor- 
oughly, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together until hght and fluffy. 
Add flour, alternately with milk, a 
small amount at a time. Beat after 
each addition until smooth. Add van- 
ila. Fold in egg whites quickly and 
thoroughly. To melted chocolate, add 
sugar and boiling water, stirring un- 
til blended.

tics” President Roosevelt has found it 
a difficult matter to staff the New 
Deal with high-grade administrators, 
even as a temporary emergency meas- 
ure. It takes a staggering national 
érisis to send our young James 
Douglases and James Warburgs, A- 
dolph Berles and Edward Stettiniuses 
to Washington to help out even for a 
while. , 

In England young men of this spe- 
cies are transplanted by the score ev- 
ery year, fresh from Oxford and 
Cambridge, to grow up in the service 
of their country. Great Britain there- 
fore possesses a trained force of ad- 
ministrators who answer the follow- 
ing description: 

1500 university honor men (and a 
few women) whose life work it is to 
run the British Government. 

1500 public servants, impervious to 
politics and by law forbidden to par- 
ticipate therein, permanently staffing 
the executive end of the British Gov- 
ernment up to (but not including) the 
Ministers. 

1500 highest-grade citizens who 
arduously chose the Civil Service as a 
| low-pay career, most of them after 
| graduating brilliantly from Oxford or 
Cambridge, but who are secure in the 
knowledge that they will be pensioned 
by the nation when they reach 60 or 
65. 

The nation’s faith in these 1500 
civil servants is such that it is al- 
most an insult to assert their inte- 
grity. Their talents are regarded as 
are those of a great orchestra obedi- 
lent to the will of transient political 
| maestri, who are in turn obedient to 
the will of the British electorate. 
The capacity of those who serve in 


Britain’s Civil Service is not left to} 


chance. Britain's best young men are 

examined competitively. The exam- 
inations are based on the _ principle 
that a general (classical and scientif- 
ic) “liberal” education is preferable 
to any special training. As Macaulay 
proclaimed: ‘‘Men who have been en-| 
gaged up to one and two and twenty! 
in studies which have no immediate 
connexion with the business of any 
profession, and the effect of which is 
merely to open, to invigorate, and to 
enrich the mind, will generally be 
found in the business of every profes- 
sion superior to men who have, at 
eighteen or nineteen, devoted them- 
selves to the special studies of their 
calling.”’

From the intensity of the entrance 
ordeal, it will be seen, derives the 
kudos of a Civil Service career| And 
strange to American conceptions is 
the premise that such a career pre- 
cludes ever becoming righ except by 
inheritancce or greatest good luck. A 
beginner's first rating as an Assistant 
Principal means a salary of £200 a 
year, rising at the rate of £20 a year 
to £500. The reward for ten years 
of faithful service may mean a 
rating of principal with a salary of 
£900 ($4500). The posts in the sér- 
vice running up to £300 a year are 
very high and very few. Of course 
in England the cost of living well is 
far below the American scale. One 
can do oneself very comfortably on 
£600 a year and £1000 a year ap- 
proaches modest opulence.
